The British statesman warned 
‘the world against regarding nation- 
/al security as merely a military 
‘problem based on the predominance 
of force, and he urged the convoca- 
tion of a disarmament conference 
in Europe attended by representa- 
tives of all countries, including the 
United States and Germany. 

The best way of handling the 
problem of aggression, he said, is 
to set up a court or courts of arbi- 
tration. 

He sald he wanted arbitration 
because the essential condition to 
security and péace was justice, and 
justice must be allowed to speak 
before passion. 

Premier MacDonald paid a great 
complimnet to what America had 


done to help Europe and he voiced | 


the opinion that some day America 
would enter the league, not because 
she had been appealed to or sub- 
jected to pressure, but because Eu- 
rope had been wise enough to 
make peaceful efforts successful, 
thereby causing America’s “own 
heart” to incline her to the step. 
Praises America for Work. 
The British statesman praised 
America for taking the first step in 
the reduction of naval armaments 
and he expressed the hope that 
“Washington was not weary of its 
well-doing.” Land armaments 
constituted a more difficult prob- 
lem and if the assembly of the 
league decided at this moment to 
call an international conference on 
land armaments, he was convinced 
that euch an effort wolu dmeet 
with fallure because the prepara- 
tions for it were inadequate. 


The atmosphere must be prepared 
and that was the supreme opportu- 
nity of the league from this mo- 
ment onward, he continued. Within 
thid year he was convinced that 
national fears and criticisms could 
be removed and real arbitration 
started within a year by the crea- 
tion of the right kind of a commis- 
sion endowed with determination 
to carry out its work. 

Before he began his speech, which 
was delivered 
hall, he conferred with the repre- 
sentatives of the British Dominions, 
outlining to them the main issues 
he would follow. 

Premier MacDonald mounted the 
rostrum of the assembly at il 
o’clock to begin his address amid 
tremendous applause, all the dele- 
gates standing in their places. 

During his address he declared 
that the British empire would do 
everything in its power to widen 
the influence and prestige of the 
| League of Nations. 

Insisting that Great Britain was 
intensly interested in the problem 
.of security, MacDonald added: 

“But we do not believe that mill- 
tary alliances can bring security. 
Such alliances, like mustard seeds, 
which finally produce a tree, would 
bring the world back to the situa- 
tion that existed before 1914. Pacts 
based on military alliances would 
break up the league.” 

League Is Hope for Peace. 


Through the league, he geaid, it 
was hoped to lay surely and finally 
the foundations of peace. The fu- 
ture happiness of the world must be 
based on agreements reached 
through the league. Warning 
against attempting to base peace 
upon force, he said: 

“If we cannot devise a system of 
arbitration then do not let us fool 
ourselves that we are going to have 
peace.” 

In his reference to 
place in the league 
Prime Minister said: 

“We cannot sit endlessly with a 
vacant chair in our midst. The 
London conference created a new

Just as the 
pontoons of the flagship Chicago 
touched ‘the water, the sun, sulk- 
ing all day behind gloomy clouds, 
burst through in a flood of golden 


light as if timed In welcome. 

The two planes hopped off from 
Hawkes Bay, Newfoundland, at 
11:12 a. m., and flew steadily for 
six hours and thirty-four minutes 
before covering the 455-mile leg 
to the Canadian mainland. Lieut. 
Lowell H. Smith, fight command- 
er, said headwinds held them back 
most of the way, but added that 
Otherwise the entire trip was un- 
eventful. 

As soon as he arrived he an- 
nounced the flight would not be 
resumed to Boston tomorrow. Both 
planes willl be given a complete 
looking over, he said, and a 
cracked spreader bar between the 
pontoons of the Chicago will be 
replaced.

William Pp. (Dinty) Colbeck, 
Democratic city committeeman 
from the Fifth Ward and political 


leader of the Egan gang, and 13 
other men, most of them Egan 
kangsters, were indicted yesterday 
by a Federa! grand jury at Quin- 
cy, Ill., charged with participation 
in a sensational holdup at Staun- 
ton, Ill., May 26, 1923, when $56,- 
000 in currency was stolen after the 
Postmaster and his assistant had 
been abducted. 

Colbeck and most of the other 
defendants are now under bond 
charged’ with the bold robbery of 
an armored mail truck at Fourth 
and Locust streets, April 2, 1923, 
when robbers got $267,000 in ne- 
gotiable bonds and $2,139,000 in 
unsigned Federal Land Bank bonds. 
The incident yesterday, as in the 
case of the downtown mail truck 
robbery, was the result of months 
of intensive investigation by post- 
office inspectors in the St. Louis 
office. 

The Other Men Indicted. 

Those indicted yesterday, besids 
Colbeck, are David (Chippy) Rob- 
inson, Charles (Red) Smith, Olivor 
Daugherty, Steve Ryan and Gus 
Dietmeyer, all under bond in the 
mail truck holdup; Frank (Cotton) 
Eppelsheimer, who is in jail in de- 
fault of bond; James (Sticky) 
Hennessy, who was killed in an 
auto accident Dec. 13 last: Charles 
(Red) Lanham, business agent of 
the St. Louis Teamsters’ Union; 
Lee Turner, gangster-aviator; Ray 
Renard, now in Atlanta peniten- 
tiary; Isadore Londe, in Michigan 
penitentiary; Thomas Saatkamp of 
Staunton and Frank Hackethal of 
Mitchell, Ill. 

Lee Turner is the only man satill 
at large, but his arrest.is expected 
momentarily. 

The Staunton holdup was per- 
petrated by five men who fired on 
Postmaster Roberts and his clerk, 
Harry Kuehner, as they were re- 
turning to the postoffice from the 
railroad depot with a mail pouch 
of payroll shipments from the 8t. 
Louis Federal Reserve Bank. The 
robbers forced them to transfer the 
money to their car and drove the 
two men several miles out of town. 

Subsequently, Ray Renard and. 
Fidward Linehan, Egan gangsters, 
were arrested as suspects but re- 
leased for want of Mentification. 
Since then, Linehan has been as- 
sassinated by fellow gangsters and 
Renard sent to Atlanta to serve a 
seven-year term for a freight car 
robbery. 

Result of Year’s Inquiry. 

For more than a year, Postoffice 
Inspectors worked quietly on the 
Staunton robbery and the St. Louis 
mail truck case. In the truck rob- 
bery, “Whitey” Doering. an Egan 
lieutenant, was sentenced to 30 
years in the penitentiary, and sub- 
sequently mur@ered, and Davis 
Weisman is now serving a 25-year 
term at Atlanta. Dietmeyer, Smith, 
Robinson. Ryan, Eppelsheimer and 
Dougherty were indicted a few 
weeks ago as participants in the 
St. Louis mafi truck robbery, and 
Colbeck as aiding in the conceal- 
ment of loot. 

Lee Turner has not run afoul of 
the authorities since May. 1923, aft- 
er an airplane. believed to have 
been his craft, was seen over Poca- 
hontas, Tll., when a $4000 mall 
robbery occurred. Fegan gangsters 
are under Indictment for this crime. 
Turner subsequently was injured 
in an airplane accident and gave

Smith, garage owner and local Ku 
Klux Klan leader, was charged, in 
the verdict of the Coroner's jury 
today, with having shot and killed 
Chester Reid, one of the six men 
who lost their lives in the klan 
and antiklan fight here Saturday. 
The Coroner's. jury recommend- 
the

and a warrant charging him with 
murder was signed by Coroner Wil- 


liam McCown and placed in the 
hands of Deputy Sheriff George 
Walker for immediate service. 


Walker is friendly with the klans- 
men, 
Jary Names No Officials. 

Smith is the only survivor of the 
fight who was named by the Coro- 
ner’s jury as having taken part in 
the killings. The jury did not 
name any of the others who were 
accused by witnesses, heard yes- 
terday, of having fired shots, name- 
ly Sheriff George Galligan, Deputy 
Sheriff Ora Thomas, State's Attor- 
ney Delos Duty, City Judge E. N. 
Bowen and Dr. J. T. Black, super- 
intendent of the Herrin Hospital. 

The jury found that Deputy 
Sheriff J. H. (Bud) Allison, anti- 
klan fighter, was killed by Green 
Dunning, klansman, and that, Dun- 
ning was killed by Allison. T 
also that Chester Reid, w 
ing as a peacemaker, wag. 
killed by John Smith, a 
Otto Rowland, Dewey 
and Charles Woolard were killed 
by persons unknown, Newbold and 
Woolard were klansmen, and Row- 
land was a bystander killed by a 
stray bullet. 

17 Witnesses Heard. 

The Coroner's jury reached Its 
verdict after considering for an 
hour the testimony given by 17 
witnesses, the last four of whom 
were heard today. The testimony 
they heard was mostly in favor of 
the klansmen, as the other side ig- 
nored the inquest. 

Smith waited at his garage for 
the expected visit of the Deputy 
Sheriff. 

“T will be glad to be served by 
my friend, Uncle George Walker.” 
Smith said. “The finding of the 
Coroner’s jury can not affect my 
case, because I already have been 
formally charged with murder, and 
am now out on a bond of $10.000." 

Smith was arrested Sunday aft- 
ernoon while attending a meeting 
of the Ku Klux Klan in the base- 
ment of the Methodist Church, and 
was escorted to Harrisburg by 
friendly deputies and klansmen. 
He, with eight other men, arrested 
and charged with murder and tak- 
en to Harrisburg, was released on 
n writ of habeas corpus the foi- 
lowing day, and returned to Her- 
rin when they gave bond. — 

Smith Denies Being There. 

“Of course,” Smith sald, “the 


action of the Coroner's jury was 


based on the testimony of Mrs. 
Reid. She was in a hysterical con- 
dition that day, but she was not so 
hysterical but that she knew who 
really shot her husband. I have 
one witness—a foreign-born wom- 
an—-who rushed up to Mra. Reid 
as she was bending over her hus- 
band’s body.
